Position in Circular to Affili- 
ated Membership 


OTTAWA, May 11,— (Canadian 
Press)——In a circular letter to the 
affiliated membership of the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada, the 
executive of the congress state that 
they do not feel justified in lending 
their support to an appeal to the 
privy council from the verdict in the 
Winnipeg strike trials. The letter 
states that the indictment, speeches 
for prosecution and defence, the 
judge's charge to the jury, the ver- 
dict of the jury and the decision of 
the appeal court in the trial of Rus- 
sell, and also the indictment, charges 
and verdict in the trial of Ivens,, 
Armstrong, Heaps and others, have 
all been carefully examined. In the 
opinion of the executive any danger 
that may exist of these cases being 
used as a precedent to curtail the 
proper activities of the trade union 
movement can be most effectively 
remedied by amendments to the law 
itself. 

It is stated in the circular that the 
Trades and Labor congress will con- 
tinue to render such aid as may be 
possible towards securing the liberty 
of the men at present serving terms 
for seditious conspiracy. 


Executive Sets Forth Position 


The executive is not convinced that 
| Russell and the others were indicted 
simply because they were strike lead- 
| ers, as most of them held only minor

members. Afterwards, they will place 
the same before the proper authori- 
ties and the public generally, in order 
to secure such alterations in the law 
as may be found necessary. The pol- 
icles outlined by the convicted men, 
says the circular, have been repudiat- 
ed by the international trade union 
movement.

The Edmonton public school in-| 
spector shall be responsible for the} 
inspection of all grades in both 
elementary and secondary schools. 

He shall visit the schools under 
the jurisdiction of the board and 
shall make inspections to detorm- 
ine the efficiency of the service 
rendered by the schools in every 
practical detail. 

He shall remain in each class 
room agufficiently long to observe 
instruction in such variety of sub- 
jects as will give an adequate basis 
for forming a judgment as to the 
quality of instructional service the 
pupils are receiving, including 
methods of teaching, arrangoment 
of timetable, conduct of classes, 
mechanics of registration, care of 
schcol property, and all such other 
matters as effect the general ef- 
ficlency of the teacher’s work. 

He shall encourage the tcachers 
inspected and shall ass'st them fn 
every way possible to secure the 
best results. 

He shall make a detailed monthly 
report on each teacher whom ho in- 
spected on a form that shall be pre- 
scribed, He shall also make an- 
nual repcrts sgirveying the work of 
the year, 

The foregoing reports shall bo 
made in triplicate, one copy to be 
filed with the superintendent of 
schoola one copy with the secretary 
of the schoo] board, and one copy to 
be retained by the inspector, 

He shall at all times work In the 


fullest co-operation with the super- 
intendent of schools: 
In making the schools an ef- 


ficient instrument of education 
under the jurisdiction ef the 
board, 


By conferring with him regard- 
ing appointments to the staff, 
temporary or permanent. 

By making such’ suggestions, 
based on observation, as he may 
deem advisable for the better 
organization of the schvo'« and 
the increased efficiency of the 
teaching staff.

Inherent Dangers 

“By dangers of democracy,” said 
Mr. Bury, “I mean not dangers to 
which it 1s exposed, from rival sys- 
tems, but dangers {nherent in itself 
and with which it menaces the etate 
and the individual. There is no tnten- 
tion or desire to disparage democratic 
government, but merely to indicate 
these particular inherent weaknesses 
ns dangers to be guarded against. De- 
mecracy is an instrument of govecn- 
ment—in the words of Lincoln, “sov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, 
for the people’—and like every other 
Inetrument its successful working de- 
pends not only on theoretical perfec- 
tion of deaign but even more upon the 
material of which it is composed and 
the material upon which it hes to 
work. According to Lincoln's feusous | 
definition ite end is the welfare of the! 
people, the material of its composition | 
{3 the people, and the material upon 
which it has to work is the people. To 
what extent it fs a success, and whe- 
ther or not it is @ success at all, de- 
pends upon the people. And the true: 
friend of democracy is not he who, 
with a fanatical faith in its perfection 
at: all times and under all conditions, 
would press it to its extreme logical 
extension.—he is really its most dan- 
gerous enemy—but he who to save it 
from reaction and diacredit recognizes

Valuable Suggestions 


Application forms for the sigth annual 
Wool Sale conducted under the auspices 
of the Alberta Provincial Sheep Breeders’ 
association are pow being issued by the

clude suggestions as to the best mode of 
preparing the wool for shipment, Only 
Paper twine should be used in tleing the

Some suggestions for the preparation /Tecollection of Monday being regard- 


and ehipping of wool to give the best re- 
sults to the seller are given: 

Never shear when the fleeces art ‘wet. 

Shear on a clean well-swept floor. 

Remove tags from fleeces and sack tags 
separately. ' 

Tie each fleece separately, skin aide out, 
with paper twine. 

Do not use binder twine, nor rough 
twine of any kind. ; 

Use no more twine on the fleece than is 
necessary, Usually two strings each way 
around the fleece 1s sufficient, and even | 
one string each way around has proved 
satisfactory for medium sixed fleeces that 
are properly shorn and rolled, 

Separate burry, dirty, black cotted and 
dead fleeces from the others, 

Keep separate the fleeces of fine wool, 
medium wool, and coarse wool, 

Sack the wool, or cover {t with canves 
or burlap and store in a cleaa dry place. 

Never place fleeces on a floor strewn 
with chaff straw or litter of any kind. 

Pack in burlap wool bags to hold about 
200 pounds of wool.

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Farm Money For Farm Loans? 


The provincial Governmet of 
Manitoba is going into the bank- 
ing business. On a limited scale, 
however. The object is to get 
money to re-loan to farmers under 
the rural crédits scheme. For that 
purpose banks will be opened and 
deposits invited, for which the 
Government will allow higher 
rates of interest than are paid by 
the chartered banks. 

This is a departure in the way of 
enlarging Government responsibili- 
ties in a way that is new in Can- 
ada, another excursion into the 
mysterious realm of state social- 


ism. That it will be watched with! fh 


a good deal of interest by people 
throughout the Dominion goes 
without saying, and what comes 
of it will determine largely wheth- 
er or not other provinces follow 
the lead. For the time it appears 
probable—and prudent—that oth- 
er provincial administrations will 
‘“wait and see’’ what happens in 
Manitoba before trying the same 
way of raising funds for the like 
or other purposes. 

The reason for the launching of 
the provincial banks is that the 
chartered banks would not ad- 
vance money for the rural credits 
project at rates which would en- 
able the Government to re-loan to 
the farmers at a_ satisfactory 
figure. The Government evident- 
ly does not find it practicable to 
go into the money markets with 
4 bond issue and borrow in the 
usual way on terms which would 
make it possible to re-loan at the 
desired-rates. Hence’Government 
banks are to be opened, and the 
public invited to supply the need- 
ed funds by making deposits 
therein. 

The course is not being taken 
without previous intimation. A 
month or more ago, when the ne- 
gotiations between the banks and 
the Government were in progress, 
{t was unofficially announced, but 
with seeming authority, that in the 
event of the banks not offering the 
money at suitable rates the Gov- 
ernment would open banks and 
ask for deposits from the public. 
The conclusion would seem to be 
that the banks are not greatly al- 
armed at the prospect of losing 
either deposits or profitable busi- 
ness; are, in fact, willing rather 
to run that risk than to undertake 
to supply ‘‘eheap money,’’ even 
on the security of the Government 
and the farmers, ; 

Viewed in prospect, and before 
experience has affected its policy, 
the provincial banking plan looks 


the collapse of the‘ Russian Em- 
pire. The ‘‘reds’’ took the city 
last fall when Denekine’s army 


Jast./ broke down, and while the Poles 


and the Ukrainians were trying 
to settle which of them should 
have the rights of ‘‘self determina- 
tion’* as to the government of the 
territory. How this local struggle 
terminated has not beon made 
clear, but apparently it resulted 
either in a fusion of the Poles and 
Ukrainians or in the dominance 
of the former. 

That the Poles, no doubt with 
Ukrainian assistance, have beaten 


to| the Soviet forces in the* region 


where they beat Denekine six 
months ago shows clearly enough 
that the collapse of Denekine’s 
army could have been prevented 
if the Allies had exerted pressure 
to end the strife between the Poles 
and Ukrainians and to get both 
to help Denekine. Had that been 
done ‘‘the wall’ against the 
‘‘reda’’ flood would have. been 
kept intact from the Baltic to 
Kiev, and a powerful Russian 
force would be in occupation of 
southeastern Russia as the nucleus 
for an anti-Bolshevik movement 
among the Russians. 

To have intervened in that way 
would of course have been a de- 
parture from the announced 
policy of the Allies—neutrality to- 
ward the Soviet regime. But cir- 
cumstantial evidence is that that 
policy has been abandoned any- 
way. The Poles are getting am- 
munition and supplies from some 
source. If not from the Allies 
it must be from Germany;: and 
the Allies are surely not allowing 
Germany to become the banker 
and supply depot for the new 
state, and to thus acquire both a 
sentimental and a financial grip 
upon it? 

The recapture of this important 
point does more than re-establish 
furope’s line of defence against 
Lenine, It also marks the break- 
down of. the Bolshevik offensive 
against the Poles. The Soviet 
leaders admitted, rather boasted 


in fact, during the winter that 
they were preparing a drive 
against Poland that would de- 


molish its effectiveness as a milit- 
ary factor if it did not wipe it off 
the map. To that end they re- 
eruited foreés even in China, and 
in numbers that were represented 
to be ample for the job. Asa mat- 
ter of fact it was the Poles who 
took the offensive, and first in the 
north and now in the south push- 
ed the ‘“‘reds’’ out of their estab- 
lished positions, 


For the time at least the great | 


Bolshevik offensive is a failure, 
and if Lenine is to achieve his 
dream of making himself dictator 
of Europe he has still to gain the 
| first round outside his own do- 
;main in Europe. The world 
\18 indebted to the Poles, and 
to the Ukrainians if they are 
acting in conjunction, for havy- 
ing repulsed the first at- 
tempt of the Soviet leaders to con- 
vert what has been thus far a 
domestic policy into a foreign 
policy, and to strike for the sub- 
jugation of other peoples to the 
twin czars, 

As the Belgians won the grati- 
tude of Sivilized nanities ie 
barring the way to ona would-be 
world rulér the Poles deserve 
thanks for having stalled the pre- 
datory designs of the Moscow dict- 
ators. If the Alles are not the 
power behind the Poles, and from 
which those ferocious fighters are 
drawing their supplies of money 
and ammunition and food, they 
ought to be.

Qne was 
that there was no possible chance of 
anything of this sort happening again 
w.thout there being a lew vacancies 
among the empioyees and olficials of 
the city as the result. The mayor then 
went On to say that on the occasion 
of fires it was the duty of the police to 
keep order and protect property, it 
Wag not their bus nehs to fight fire, 
the firemen were there for that pur- 
pose, and at all fires the ch.et of 
police must see that competent men 
were sent *to the fire immediately 
the alarm arrived, If necessary rather 
than have a turnkey sent as in this 
case, he would rather see the turn- 
key take the place of the desk ser- 
geant and the sergeant go to the fire, | 
so that a fully competent man would 
be there to preserve order. As for the 
firemen, the mayor said that there 
was no excuse for fighting. They were 
supposed to stand a lot of aggrava- 
tion, especially in times of excitement 
when people were losing their all. If 
the police beat every one up who 
spoke to them they would be fighting’ 
all day long, and they had to appre 
clate the effect on the ectizens who 
paid for the fire department.

All teachers to Whom this bylaw 
applies shall be entitled to salary for 
a period not exceeding two (2) days 
in any one calendar month due to 
absence from duty through Illness, 
and subject to the next succeeding 
Clauses, such aick-leave shall 
cumulative and there shall be no de- 
duction of pay by the board for such 
absence. 

Such cumulative sick-leave and sal- 


ary therefor shall be in direct propor- 
number of calendar | 


tion to the 
months of continuous past service 
with the board; provided, that such 
cumulative sick-leave and salary shall 
not be granted for a period to exceed 
sixty (60) days, the same being the 
maximum period that shalrbe allow- 
ed for three (8) years (30 months) of 
continuous teaching service with the 
board, 

When any teacher ts required to be 
absent from duty through sickness, 
such teacher shall forthwith notify 
the board of such enforced absence, 
provided that where such sickness 
necessitates a teacher’s continued ab- 
sence for five (5) consecutive days or 
more, or when the total of such ab- 
sence amounts to five (6) days or 
more 4n any one calendar month, 
such. teacher shall produce to the 
board a doctor's certiffcate certifying 
to the inability of such teacher to be 
on duty; and provided also that each 
princtpal within the district shall be 
required to notify the board, in writ- 
ing, monthly, of the absence from 
duty through sickness, or otherwise, 
of all teachers of his staff, giving the 
reasons for such absence,
